The  Best  High  School 


E  HAVE  a  strong  desire  to  become  the  best  high  school  in  the 
State.  This  ambition  cannot  be  attained  because  it  is  impossible 
for  any  one  school  ever  to  be  recognized  as  the  best.  However, 
there  will  always  be  a  few  which  will  stand  out  as  being  nearer 
to  the  ideal  of  a  perfect  school  than  the  others  and  Berkeley 
ought  to  be  one  of  these.  But  in  order  that  we  may  not  be  deprived  of  our 
opportunity,  we  must  understand  the  necessary  conditions.  Some  may  think 
that  this  prize  can  be  obtained  only  by  an  unusually  high  standard  of 
scholarship.  Others  believe  that  continuous  victories  in  football  and  track 
athletics  make  the  school  recognized  as  the  best.  Some  even  have  the 
opinion  that  the  so  called  "pep"  which  manifests  itself  in  acts  considered 
among  adults  as  rowdyism  are  an  evidence  of  healthy  life  and  hence  neces- 
sary to  a  first  class  institution.  No  one  of  those  ideas  is  correct.  To  obtain 
recognition  as  a  first  class  institution  a  high  school  must  prove  itself  first 
in  so  called  student  activities,  first  in  studies,  which  are  also  "student 
activities",  and  above  all  first  in  good  conduct.  It  gives  me  great  pleasure 
to  feel  that  the  Berkeley  High  School  may  now  claim  to  be  one  of  the  best 
high  schools  in  the  State  judged  by  this  standard,  because  as  an  institution 
it  is  standing  squarely  for  the  best  in  all  lines  of  school  effort.  This  term 
neither  the  scholastic  standing  nor  the  personal  conduct  of  any  of  those 
who  are  leaders  in  student  activities  has  been  questioned.  This  shows  that 
the  school  is  accomplishing  its  purpose  in  developing  all  that  is  good  in 
these  students.  So  it  must  with  all  of  the  students.  The  pupil  who  gradu- 
ates from  school  without  having  grown  in  all  lines  has  not  secured  all  that 
the  school  has  to  give.  No  student  should  feel  satisfied  to  stand  out 
exceptionally  proficient  in  any  one  line  and  weak  in  the  others.  Pupils  who 
stand  first  in  student  activities  should  also  stand  first  in  their  studies,  and 
should  be  recognized  as  the  best  in  moral  character.  The  question  whether 
our  school  is  one  of  the  best  will  be  answered  by  the  degree  of  our  success 
in  attaining  this  all  around  development  for  our  students.

The  Board  of  Control 

HE  Board  o£  Control  with  the  adoption  of  the  new  charter  has 
changed  somewhat  as  to  the  election  of  its  members.  Formerly 
Commissioners  from  the  various  school  activities  were  chosen.

Their  principal  function  consists  in  the  appropriation  of  money  to  the  vari- 
ous student  activities.  All  expenditures  in  excess  of  ten  dollars  must  be 
approved  by  the  board.  Smaller  sums  may  be  authorized  by  the  finance  com- 
mittee consisting  of  the  President,  the  purchasing  agent  in  the  particular 
department  for  which  the  money  is  drawn,  and  the  faculty  adviser. 

The  chairman  of  the  Board  this  term  is  Frank  McKechnie,  elected  at 
the  beginning  of  the  term  by  a  quorum  of  the  Board  of  Control  after  it  was 
learned  that  Rex  Thompson  would  not  return  to  school.    Helen  Lester  is 


vice-president  and  Carol  Bolles,  secretary.  The  representatives  are  Tom 
Chalmers,  Haral  Cobb,  and  Tom  Oliver.  Mr.  Barnhart  is  faculty  adviser.

THIS  year  has  been  an  especially  bril- 
liant one  for  the  clubs  of  the  school. 
There  is  some  club  meeting  every  school 
day  and  the  interest  that  has  been  taken 
by  the  students  in  the  club  activities  is 
remarkable  when  one  takes  into  consid- 
eration the  fact  that  clubs  meet  after 
school  hours.  So  interested  do  the  stu- 
dents become  in  the  instructive  pro- 
grams that  five  o'clock  often  finds  their 
meetings  still  in  session. 

One  of  the  most  active  and  necessary 
clubs  is  the  Electrical  Club,  now  in  its 
fourth  term  of  existence.  The  school  as  a 
whole  owes  this  club  much  for  furnishing 
students  with  a  knowledge  of  electricity 
for  our  school  plays  and  other  school 
activities  requiring  the  assistance  of  an 
electrician. 

The  club  has  been  very  fortunate  in 
having  Maynard  Rotermund  for  its  presi- 
dent this  term.

Vice-president,  Andrew  Hogan;  Secretary, 
Van  Robertson ;  Adviser,  Mr.  Raymer. 
This  year  the  programs  of  the  club  have 
consisted  of  talks  by  prominent  electrical 
men  and  by  members  of  the  club,  princi- 
pally on  the  subjects  of  wireless  tele- 
graphy. The  members  are  looking  for- 
ward to  the  purchase  of  a  wireless  set  for 
the  school,  such  as  many  other  schools 
already  have.  Any  one  interested  in  elec- 
tricity is  eligible  for  membership. 

A  recent  addition  to  the  club  life  of  the 
school  is  the  Engineering  Club,  organized 
last  term  for  the  purpose  of  making  its 
members  familiar  with  the  problems  and 
requirements  of  the  different  branches  of 
engineering.  Although  this  is  but  a  new 
club,  it  is  already  one  of  the  most  active 
ones    This  year  the  programs,  which  have 


consisted  of  a  series  of  talks  on  chosen  professions,  have  been  given  by  the 
members  of  the  club.  The  application  of  mathematics  to  practical  engineer- 
ing problems,  and  practice  in  handling  the  surveying  instruments  have 
formed  the  basis  of  the  work.  The  survey  of  a  railroad  line  was  undertaken 
and  several  meetings  were  spent  in  the  field.  During  the  latter  part  of  the 
term  a  trip  was  taken  to  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition,  to 
see  the  various  engineering  projects.  The  officers  of  this  term  are:  Presi- 
dent, Herbert  Haberkorn;  Vice-president,  Edward  Nickel;  Secretary, 
Lawrence  Merriam;  Adviser,  Mr.  Jacobs. 

The  Gas  Engine  Club  has  had  a  very  successful  year.  Although  the 
membership  was  small  at  the  first  of  the  term,  it  has  been  constantly  grow- 
ing and  now  the  club  has  a  good  membership  showing  a  live,  active,  and 
spirited  interest  in  the  work.  The  programs  this  term  have  been  systematic- 
ally arranged,  beginning  with  elementary  principles  and  working  up  to  the 
complexities  of  the  Gas  engine. 

Probably  one  of  the  best  known  clubs  is  the  Camera  Club  of  which 
Bayard  Buckham  is  President  and  Alice  Wilson  Secretary,  with  Donald 
Johnson  for  Vice-president.  This  term  the  club  has  departed  from  its  cus- 
tom of  studying  the  technique  of  photography  and  has  given  more  time  to 
outside  speakers. 

To  turn  now  from  the  clubs  with  the  practical  side  only  in  view,  one  of 
the  most  prominent  clubs  from  the  intellectual  point  of  view,  is  the  Greek 
Club.  This  club,  organized  in  1908  by  Miss  Clayes,  has  always  been  a  very 
ative  one.  All  student  of  Greek  are  eligible  to  membership,  and  Latin  stu- 
dents with  recommending  grades  may  be  associate  members. 

The  program  this  term  has  been  an  exceptional  one.  Dr.  Clifton  Price 
gave  a  lecture  on  "Latin  Inscriptions  in  Italy"  and  Miss  Clayes  has  given 
a  series  of  illustrated  lectures  on  Greece  and  Greek  art,  supplementing  the 
work  with  trips  to  the  Exposition  for  the  study  of  the  art  in  the  Greek  and 
Italian  Pavilions.

HE  WEEKLY  NEWS,  always  a  leading  factor  in  the  school 
since  its  formation,  has  held  its  place  in  student  activities  this 
year.  Perhaps  never  before  has  the  Monday  morning  delivery 
of  the  News  been  greeted  with  such  interest  all  over  the  school. 
The  papers  which  were  formerly  tossed  aside  have  taken  a  new  hold  on 
the  pupils. 

This  has  been  the  eighth  volume  of  the  News  and  has  improved  ac- 
cordingly. A  comparison  of  the  heavy  type  and  ample  spacing  of  the  first 
paper  with  the  compact,  neatly  printed  paper  of  this  year  will  show  you  the 
changes.  With  the  enlarging  of  the  advertising  space,  the  news  space  has 
also  been  enlarged  by  a  lessening  of  the  columns  formerly  given  to  edi- 
torials. This  year  the  editorials,  while  not  as  long  or  as  many  as  before, 
have  been  to  the  point  and  have  touched  upon  the  topics  of  common 
interest. 

The  policy  has  been  this  year  that  no  branch  of  school  activity  should 
be  slighted.    All  departments  have  been  given  an  equal  footing. 

In  the  athletic  line,  football  has  been  the  predominating  sport  and,  con- 
sequently ,  has  been  one  of  the  big  cards  in  the  Weekly.  All  the  im- 
portant games  have  been  reported  in  the  following  issue,  often  at  great 
inconvenience  to  printer  and  editor.  Following  the  victory  over  Oakland, 
the  paper  was  printed  in  red  ink.  Before  the  Oakland  "Tech"  game,  after 
an  interview  with  the  editor  of  the  "Scribe  News,"  the  line-ups  of  the  two 
teams  appeared  in  a  special  edition  with  data  concerning  the  age,  weight, 
and  height  of  the  players.  The  same  material  was  published  simultaneously 
in  the  Oakland  school  paper. 

In  the  same  way,  the  senior  show  has  been  featured  as  the  leading 
dramatic  activity  of  the  term.  Snappy  phrases  mixed  with  plenty  of  "boost," 
have  characterized  the  write-ups  of  this  play.  The  introduction  of  a 
number  of  pictures  livened  the  interest  in  both  the  play  and  the  paper. 

Clubs,  minor  athletics,  class  activities,  societies  and  all  events  of  the 
school  term  have  found  their  places  in  these  columns. 

The  Journalism  class  has  taken  over  three  issues  of  the  News  during 
the  rush  of  the  "Pod"  work  and  in  addition  to  relieving  the  regular  staff, 
has  shown  that  new  material  for  journalistic  work  is  being  produced  each 
term.  The  positions  of  assistant  editor  and  manager  have  been  filled  by 
Ellsworth  Wylie  and  John  Stubbs.

The  team  made 
an  excellent  showing,  however,  losing  by  a  26-6  score,  and  holding  them 
scoreless  in  the  second  half. 

BERKELEY  17,  STANFORD  3rd.  'VARSITY  0 
On  the  25  of  September  the  team  journeyed  to  Palo  Alto  to  meet  the 
Stanford  Third  Varsity.    This  was  the  first  game  played  by  the  Berkeley

boys  showed  that  they  had  the  makings  of  a  championship  team.  Their 
victory  of  17-0  over  Stanford  served  as  a  sufficient  warning  to  all  of  the 
other  high  schools. 

BERKELEY  8,  STANFORD  3rd.  VARSITY  15 
On  the  following  Saturday  we  again  journeyed  to  Stanford  to  meet 
what  was  billed  to  be  the  Third  Varsity.    The  Stanford  team  was,  however, 
re-inforced  by  Second  Varsity  men  and  as  a  result,  turned  the  tables  on 
us,  15-8. 

BERKELEY  5,  STANFORD  FRESHMEN  13 
Our  next  game  was  with  the  unconquerable  Stanford  Freshmen.  Berke- 
ley gave  the  college  men  some  good  competition,  but  returned  the  losers 
by  a  13-5  score. 

These  games  wound  up  the  preliminary  season,  and  Berkeley  was  now 
ready  to  make  a  bid  for  the  Alameda  County  Athletic  League  Champion- 
ship, and  defend  her  title  of  the  previous  year.    Our  showing  to  date  had 
been  but  mediocre,  with  occasional  flashes  of  championship  form. 


BERKELEY  11,  ALAMEDA  3 
The  Alameda  County  Athletic  League  opened  on  the  16th  of  October 
and  Berkeley  was  pitted  against  the  strong  Alameda  team.  The  general 
feeling  was  that  in  this  one  game  lay  the  championship  of  the  county. 
That  Berkeley  was  determined  to  bring  that  championship  back  to  the 
college  town  was  here  shown.  Playing  with  a  determination  that  was 
bound  to  make  them  victors,  our  boys  smothered  all  the  hopes  that  the 
Encinal  boys  may  have  had  for  the  championship.  Although  Alameda's 
only  score  was  the  result  of  a  free  kick,  they  showed  us  that  they  were 
in  the  game  to  win,  and  made  us  fight  to  the  last  ditch  before  they  finally 
recognized  us  as  the  victors. 

BERKELEY  26,  OAKLAND  6 
For  the  last  two  years  Berkeley  had  been  unable  to  defeat  our  rivals 
from  Oakland,  the  game  two  years  ago  going  to  Oakland  while  last  year's 
fracas  ended  in  a  tie.  Up  to  date  the  Oakland  boys  had  made  a  very  favor- 
able showing  holding  Alameda  and  "Tech"  to  low  scores..  They  were 
primed  to  fight  the  limit  against  us  when  the  two  teams  lined  up  against 
each  other  on  the  22d  of  October.  But  despite  this  determination  of  the 
Oakland  team  our  boys  showed  right  from  the  start  that  we  were  the 
better  team. 

Both  schools  were  supported  to  the  limit  and  the  old  time  "pep"  was 
there.  Still  there  was  something  lacking.  Oakland  seemed  to  have  lost  her 
old  effectiveness  and  it  soon  became  apparent  to  all  that  we  were  her 
masters.  As  the  game  progressed  it  became  only  a  matter  of  score,  as  the 
winner  was  seen  by  all.  The  score,  26-6,  does  not  by  any  means  show  the 
trouncing  that  we  gave  to  Oakland  that  day. 

BERKELEY  15,  OAKLAND  TECHNICAL  11 
The  last  game  of  the  league  proved  to  be  the  most  exciting  one  of 
all.    Oakland  "Tech"  had  forfeited  her  Alameda  game  in  order  to  "lay  for 
Berkeley."    They  were  confident  of  repeating  their  basketball  victory  of  the

spring  and  in  order  that  the  team  be  given  good  support  some  one  thou- 
sand students  gathered  on  the  bleachers  of  the  57th  and  Grove  Street 
grounds  on  October  4  to  root  for  the  Purple  and  Gold.  To  offset  this  the 
confident  Berkeley  team,  v^ith  the  scalps  of  Alameda  and  Oakland  hanging 
at  their  belts,  entered  the  fray  with  almost  an  equal  number  of  supporters. 
The  largest  high  school  crowd  of  the  season  was  present  to  see  these  two 
teams  battle  for  the  league  championship.  The  "Tech"  team  entered  the 
field  at  3 :55  and  the  great  bleachers  creaked  and  the  shout  rose  to  the 
sky,  when  the  hopes  of  the  Red  and  Gold  trotted  out.  It  is  difficult  to  say 
which  team  received  the  best  support  that  day. 

About  three  minutes  after  the  start  of  the  game,  the  "Tech"  crowd  broke 
out  in  a  riot  of  noise  when  a  fast  "Tech"  breakaway  tore  over  the  line  for 
the  first  score  of  the  day.  Undaunted,  our  boys  fought  back  and  succeeded 
in  crossing  "Tech's"  line  and  converting  the  try  just  before  the  half  ended. 
In  the  second  half  we  started  off  in  a  rush  and  by  fast  teamwork  two 
tries  were  put  over  in  fine  fashion,  both  of  which  were  converted. 

The  score  was  now  15  to  3  in  our  favor.  With  but  five  minutes  to  play 
and  with  darkness  fast  approaching,  the  team  seemed  to  fall  to  pieces  and 
"Tech"  succeeded  in  crossing  our  line  twice,  converting  once.  The  ex- 
citement now  was  at  its  highest  pitch  and  several  delays,  due  to  injuries, 
only  served  to  make  the  crov/d  more  restless.  It  was  at  this  time  that  our 
team  took  a  new  lease  on  life  and  succeeded  in  holding  their  fighting  op- 
ponents safe  until  the  pistol  sounded  the  end  of  the  game,  making  us  the 
A.  C.  A.  L.  champions.  The  game  was  the  closest  of  the  year,  but  there  is 
no  doubt  that  with  our  full  team  in  the  game,  we  would  have  succeeded 
in  piling  up  a  much  larger  score. 

The  first  round  of  our  statewide  conquest  had  now  been  triumphantly 
passed.  We  had  met  three  of  the  hardest  teams  to  beat  in  the  state  and 
we  had  shown  them  that  there  was  nothing  to  stand  in  our  way  for  the 
State  Championship.    We  were  now  ready  for  outside  conquests.  There

On  the  13th  of  November  the  Napa  team,  champions  of  the  northwest, 
journeyed  to  Berkeley  in  quest  of  the  State  Championship.  With  about 
four  of  the  regulars  out  of  the  game,  the  Berkeley  team  tried  hard  to  equal 
the  record  score  of  the  previous  pear,  but  had  to  be  content  with  scoring  a 
37-0  victory. 

BERKELEY  24,  PALO  ALTO  3 
Saturday,  the  20th  of  November,  was  the  day  set  for  the  playing  of  the 
two  old  rivals,  Palo  Alto  and  Berkeley.  Ever  since  the  inauguration  of 
rugby,  these  two  teams  had  been  fighting  nip  and  tuck  for  first  honors. 
In  1911  and  1912  Berkeley  had  made  "Paly"  bow  down  before  her.  In  1910 
"Paly"  had  won,  and  the  heart-breaking  defeats  of  '13  and  '14  were  still 
ringing  in  our  ears.  The  boys  from  down  the  peninsula  were  hailed  as 
All-Blacks  and  were  considered  unconquerable.  But  as  soon  as  the  game 
started  it  was  seen  that  we  were  in  the  height  of  form.  Berkeley  played 
in  a  wild  and  desperate  manner,  and  worked  every  play  that  could  pos- 
sibly be  used.  We  found  that  the  old  saying:  "A  good  offense  is  the  best 
defense"  was  true.  "Paly's"  one  score  was  the  result  of  brilliant  individual 
work  by  one  man  and  not  by  any  wonderful  team-work,  while  all  of 
Berkeley's  24  points  were  made  by  the  good  team-work  of  the  fifteen  men  on 
the  field.  "Paly's"  lightning  back  field  failed  to  show  anything,  and  they 
were  in  no  way  equal  to  our  wonderful  machine. 

BERKELEY  12,  STOCKTON  0 
After  two  weeks  of  delay  the  final  decision  of  the  C.  I.  F.  officials  was 
that  the  final  game  between  Berkeley  and  Stockton,  for  the  championship, 
should  be  played  at  Stockton,  December  4th.

About  ten  rooters  accompanied  the  team  at  Stockton  to  witness  the 
struggle  and  cheer  our  boys  on  to  victory.  The  game  was  about  the 
poorest  one  of  the  year,  the  two  teams  splashing  around  in  a  sea  of  mud  for 
two  thirty-minute  halves.  After  the  ball  had  remained  in  Stockton's  terri- 
tory for  the  greater  part  of  the  time,  the  half  ended  with  Berkeley  leading 
by  a  3-0  score.  In  the  second  half  Berkeley's  clever  dribbling  was  too  much 
for  the  Slough  City  boys  and  nine  more  points  were  added.  Our  goal  was 
threatened  on  but  one  occasion.  The  game  was  throughout  a  forwards' 
game,  the  ball  being  too  slippery  for  passing.  Despite  this  part,  our  lightn- 
ing backs  pulled  off  one  of  the  cleverest  passing  rushes  ever  seen  in  the 
valley  town  and  crossed  the  line  with  what  should  have  been  three  more 
points.  The  try  was  not  allowed  ,however,  as  the  player  had  crossed  back 
of  the  dead  line.  The  only  sad  thing  about  the  game  was  that  it  was  not 
played  on  a  dry  field,  as  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  we  could  have  added 
twenty-five  points  more  to  our  total.  These  twelve  points,  however,  were 
enough  to  show  that  we  were  the  best  Interscholastic  rugby  team  in  the 
state. 

NEXT  SEASON 

While  this  year's  team  is  one  of  the  best  that  the  school  has  ever 
turned  out,  it  can  also  be  said  that  practically  a  whole  veteran  team  reported 
at  the  start  of  the  season,  and  the  difficulty  of  developing  new  men  was 
avoided.  Next  year,  however,  but  five  veterans  return  and  there  were 
practically  no  freshmen  out  this  year.  It  is  true  that  there  is  some  good  ma- 
terial in  the  second  team  but  nevertheless  the  outlook  does  not  look  as 
bright  as  it  might.  But  there  is  no  telling  what  might  happen  in  a  whole 
year.
